A Tariff Of Abominations 


TN voicing decided opposition to the proposed tariff measure, 
i The Boston Advertiser, independent, says: The purpose of 
a protective tariff is to "Protect American labor from cheap for- 
eign competition." That's the formula, and it will be heard 
again and again so long as selfish interests continue to control • 
the policies of our country. 


It was in 1908 that President Taft AVHS elected on a plat- 


form that promised a revision of the tarifi". 
When Congress 


assembled in March, 1909, following; Taft's inauguration, its first 
job was to perpetrate the Payne-Aldrich tariff, revising the tariff 
upward* the majority in Congress keeping to the letter of their 
campaign promise, and violating what everyone in America 
knew was its spirit. 


The tariff, revised upward, was supposed to protect Amer- 


ican labor. One of the steepest sections of the tariff was the 
notorious Schedule K, "protecting" labor in the woolen mills. 
The Lawrence strike of 1912 effectively showed how well labor 
was "protected," and how much of the protection was to the 
overflowing coffers of the exploiting masters of the Woolen 
Trust. 


That tariff of abominations was not the least of the 
influ- 


ences that smashed the Republican party into fragments and 
left Taft, the worst defeated, the most humiliated President in 
our history. The American people saw how a tariff works, 
whom it protects, and what it doos to the meager earnings of 
the people, and they swept Taft out in an avalanche of votes, 
giving him only eight electoral votes out of 531.

• Britain will join France, in a plebis- 
cite to be held this Fall on the ques- 
tion of autonomy."

Mail Craig, chief of staff of the United 


' States forces in Germany, who 
pre- 


vented the separatist movement from 
attaining its goal two years ago. 


The chief of staff of the French 


forces telephoned to 
General 
Craig 


at two o'clock one morning and 
an- 


nounced that Mr. Dorten was going 
«o declare the Rhineland independent 
the following day. He begged General 
Cia:g not to interfere, 
even if 
he 


wouldn't promise to support it. 
Gen. 


Craig said that the Americans were in 
Cobienz to preserve order, and that 
they would put down any uprising, no 
matter from which direction it came.

HEN 'any part of the body fails to function 
there is trouble. If that failure is found in 
one of the avenues of waste escape, it proves 


serious immediately. 


Intestinal obstruction is an alarming condition. It 


is ushered in by a sudden attack of severe pain in the 
abdomen. There usually is a history of constipation or 
of failure of bowel movement. Nausea, vomiting of 
substance having a fecal odor, and distention of the 
abdomen soon follow. 
Unless relief is immediate, 


prostration and collapse will come. 


There are many causes for intestinal obstruction. 


It is more likely to occur in a person who has had some 
sort of abdominal operation. 


You will recall that the intestine is attached to a sheet of tissue
